~The Senate Investigations sub- 
committee today scheduled for 
tomorrow a showdown meeting 
to determine whether Samuel 
P. Sears wili remain as its spe- 
cial counsel for the inquiry into 
the McCarthy-Army row. 

Senator Karl E. Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, who temporarily 
has replaced Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy ‘(Rep.), Wisconsin, as 
chairman of the subcommittee, 
told. reporters “surely there will 
be. an announcement of some 
kind” after tomorrow's meeting. 

He said the purpose is to ex- 
plore the piedges Sears already 
has given that he can and will 
be neutral in the hearings. 

The announcement followed a 
closed door meeting of Sears, 
Mund, Senator John L. McClel- 
lan (Dem.), Arkansas, and Sena- 
tor Stuart Symington (Dem.), 
Missouri, in Mundt’s office. 

McClellan and Symington de- 
clined to elaborate on Mundt’s 
announcement.

Mundt said Sears was before 
them for “just about three min- 
utes.” 

“We told him we wanted him 
in to discuss all the develop- 
ments,” Mundt said.

Brownell Jr. asked Congress to- 
day to give the courts power to 
‘impose the death penalty on 
persons convicted of peacetime 
spying. 

In an annual report to Con- 
gress, he proposed also that the 
30-year limit on prison terms 
for wartime espionage—now the 
alternative to a death sentence 
—be removed. The maximum 
penalty for peacetime spying 
now is 20 years in prison. 

Brownell is expected to elab- 
|orate on his proposals in a tele- 
vised speech Friday night in 
which he will discuss this and 
other requested legislation as 
‘well as the Administration’s ef- 
‘forts to root out spies and other 
_subversives.

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FRANCE JOINS 
US., BRITAIN IN 
BARRING RUSSIA 


Bidault Asserts Admis- 
sion of Soviet Union 
Would Defeat - Pur- 
pose of North Atlan- 
tic Alliance. 


PARIS, April 5 (AP)—France 
joined Britain and the United 
States last night in rejecting the 
Soviet Union’s bid to join the 
North Atlantic alliance. 

French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault, speaking on a 
radio program honoring NATO’s 
fifth anniversary, said Rus- 
sian entrance into the 14-nation 
group, would defeat its purpose. 

It was the first official French 


to the Western Big Three .in 
which the Russians offered to 
consider joining NATO in return 
for letting the United States en- 
ter the European security system 
the Russians proposed at the 
Berlin conference. 

The United States State De- 
partment and British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden already 
have rejected the Kremlin offer. 

Bidault said France is “ready 
to discuss security problems 
again with the Soviet Union as 
we have already done at Berlin, 
but not at the price of our own 
security.” 

France, he continued, is at the 
heart of the Western security 
sytem and “fidelity to this al- 
liance is approved by almost the 
total national opinion.” 

“Everyone knows what our 
danger is,” said Bidault. “It 
is tallied in divisions, in air- 
planes, in subarines, in atomic 
bombs. Purely and simply in- 
corporating the Soviet Union as 
a new partner in our regional 
security system would not at all 
make such a menace disappear. 
Much to the contrary, the At- 
lantic alliancé, whose single pur- 
pose is to protect us from a pre- 
cise danger, would then lose all 
its significance and effective- 
ness.” 

Bidault told the nation that a 
“valid solution” for the prob- 
lems of peace could only be 
sought “when reality will be 
frankly recognized and its ques- 
tions clearly posed.” 

Bidault’s rejection of the Rus- 
sian proposal was echoed in 
Copenhagen by Danish Foreign 
Minister H. C. Hansen. In a 
broadcast last night he termed

The driver’s license law should | 
be amended to permit license 
revocation on the first convic- | 
tion of a driver for careless and 
reckless driving, he asserted. At 
present the law requires con- 
‘viction on this charge three 
times within a two-year period 
before the driver’s license can 
be revoked. | 

Establishment of compulsory | 
classes in driver education in | 
Missouri schools was advocated 
by Waggoner. He said the acci- 
dent rate among youths who | 
have had such training is only | 
1 per cent. |

Yet, 
he recalled, they still made 
enough profit to build the huge 
Stanford Stadium, several dormi- 
tories and other buildings on the 
campus.

Nevers Visits Old Coach. 

One of his regular birthday 
anniversary visitors is former 
All-America Stanford Fullback 
Ernie Nevers. Pop rates Nevers 
as the greatest player he ever 
coached. He even gives him a 
slight edge over the late Jim 
Thorpe, the allround athletic 
star of the old Carlisle Indians. 

Even though he gets around 
very slowly (with the aid of two 
canes) because of a painful arth- 


, ritis, Pop Warner retains a keen 


interest in football through read- 
ing several sports sheets and lis- 
tening to radio and watching 
television. 

He frankly says that football 
today—both collegiate and pro- 
fessional employs too much 
passing and that the game is too 
eomplicated.

His hearing is ex- 
cellent and he still speaks in a 
rather loud, gruff voice just as 
he did when he coachéd teams 
at Carlisle, Iowa State College, 
Cornell, Georgia, Pittsburgh, 
Stanford and Temple. His final 
year of active coaching in 1938 
at Temple saw “Pop’s” teams 
run his victory total to 305 
games—more than any other 
coach in football history 

“Pop” has &@ new hobby, He 
makes his own canes, and as 
would be expected, he does a 
fine job. He has a large collec- 
tion but his favorites are made 
out of javelin poles that were 
given to him by Stanford ath- 
letic officials.

ATOMIC TALKS

Weapons Control Is

| UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 
| April 5—Members of the United 
Nations Disarmament Commis- 
sion today were attempting to 
fix a date for private confer- 
ences among “powers principal- 
ly concerned” in U.N. negotia- 
| tions to abolish atomic and 
hydrogen weapons, and to de- 
_termine the composition of the 
group which will try to work out 

the problem. 

Although Dr. Tingfu Tsiang, 
of Nationalist China, April pres- 
ident of the Disarmament Com- 
‘mission, expressed his desire 
for an early start of the pro- 
| ceedings. it is known that selec- 
/tion of participants in the pri- 
vate talks may present prob- 
lems. 

# General Assembly resolu- 
tion last Nov. 28 urged the Dis- 
armament Commission to con- 
sider appointing a “subcommit- 
tee” for the purpose. It is 
known, however, that other U.N. 
,Mations besides those on the 12- 
_ nation commission are eager to 
attend the secret sessions. 

The disarmament group, which 
has not functioned since the 
Assembly resolution was unani- 
-mously adopted, is composed of 
|the five permanent members of 
'the Security Council, plus Can- 
‘ada, Colombia, Brazil, Turkey, 
Denmark, Lebanon and The 
Netherlands. Any subcommittee 
would include the United States, 
Britain, France and the Soviet 
Union, it was assumed. Russia 
/was expected to oppose the pres- 
‘ence of Nationalist China, the 
other permanent Council mem- 
ber. 

Despite frustrating debates on 
world control of atomic and 
‘thermonuclear weapons because 
e East-West conflicts, it is evi- 

dent both sides are hopeful that 
an eventual agreement will be 
reached. Communist and West- 
ern spokesmen are in accord on 
the matter of necessity for solv- 
ing the life-or-death problem. 
The dispute is on the manner of 
‘doing. 

Russia has offered an “‘across- 
,the-board”’ arms reduction plan, 
| whereby the major powers would 

‘reduce all armaments by one 
third, and arrange simultaneous- 
ly for treaties outlawing all 
| weapons of mass destruction, in- 
\cluding hydrogen bombs. A sys- 
|\tem of international inspection 
|and other means of enforcement 
can be set up at the same time, 
the Reds insisted. 

The U.N. majority plan, pro- 
moted by the United States, 
calls first for a world arms in- 
ventory to contrive a balanced 
plan for arms reduction, where- 
by each nation would reduce 
military forces and arms to 
strength commensurate with 
needs for defense and other 
factors. A rigid system of in- 
spection and other controls 
would be imposed, which when 
perfected, would permit  ulti- 
mately the elimination of nu- 
clear weapons. +

PARIS, April 5. 


RANCE has had an unhappy experience of military men in| ™ 


politics in recent years. The dismissal of Marshal Alphonse 
Juin is only the last in a long series of episodes in which 
high ranking officers have demonstrated their incapacity for 


political life. 

Becoming head of the Vichy 
Government during the Nazi oc- 
cupation of France beginning in 
the summer of 1940, the late 
Marshal Philippe Petain won 
the hatred of most of his coun- 
trymen. Yet extreme rightists 
continued to venerate the hero 
of Verdun who stopped the Ger- 
mans in 1916. Brought to trial 
at the end of the war, the ven- 
erable Petain stirred the deep- 
est emotions. He was condemned 


to death but the sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment 
and until his death in 1951 at 
age 94 his partisans never 
ceased to agitate in his behalf. 

If Petain was for most French- 
men the villain, Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle who led the Free 
French forces in the second 
world war was the hero. De 
Gaulle himsélf had an almost 

mystic belief in his own des- 
tiny. He evoked both in his 
person and in hig rhetorical 
speeches the past glories of 
France, the great battles and 
the great conquests, Signif- 
icantly Juin conferred with De 
Gaulle, now in partial retire- 
ment, before making the speech 
attacking the European Defense 
Community which led to his 
dismissal. 


De Gaulle’s Failure. 


On the wave of his great war- 
time popularity and with the 
support of the overwhelming 
majority of the French people, 
Ye Gaulle became Premier in 
1946 with a new constitution 
supposedly designed to prevent 
the curse of recurring govern- 
mental crises. But De Gaulle 
soon proved himself ignorant 
of even the elementary knowl- 
edge and skill required to hold 
a coalition government together. 

He brought to his difficult 
task chiefly a vague and gener- 
alized belief that somehow 
Frenchmen ought to come to- 
gether to work for their own 
good with “politics” as some- 
thing to be spurned. His back- 
ground as a professional soldier, 
with obedience in the chain of 
command the basis for all con- 
duct, had ill prepared him for 
coping with the conflicts that 
quickly arose in the old prewar 
pattern. 

De Gaulle made a series of 
blunders, not the least of which 
was to accept the Communists 
at face value and put them in 
strategic positions in his coali- 
tion government. Since getting 
along with Communist Russia 
was part of the postwar atmos- 
phere. De Gaulle cannot be en- 
tirely blamed for this. But he 
compounded that error with 
others deepening the divisions 
on the right while the Commu- 
nists maintained the hard core 
of their strength within the 
framework of French political 
and administrative life. 


Can Wreck Cabinet. 


One of the ablest editors in 
France estimates that De Gaulle 
today as a political figure would 
enlist scarcely ten per cent of 
voting support, although he still 
has a sentimental appeal. But 
the political movement started 
by De Gaulle, who never in- 
tended that his “Rally” should 
turn into a political party, re- 
tains a negative veto power that 
greatly complicates the present 
political crises. 

De Gaullist deputies hold cer- 
tain minor cabinet posts in the 
Laniel government. Their resig- 
nation could end the coalition 
and bring on another govern- 
mental crisis such as occurred 
last May and June when the 
Big Three Bermuda conference 
was originally to have been 
held. This threat they constant- 
ly hold over Premier Laniel. 

The De Gaullist deputies are 
exploiting to the utmost the 
popular emotion centering on 
Juin’s dismissa] by the Cabinet. 
For them it is a useful means 
to delay further or to defeat 
ratification of EDC on which the 
whole Eisenhower foreign policy 
is based. 

It is not that the De Gaullists 
and other elements on the ex- 
treme right deny the need for 
German divisions to complete 
the defense of Western Europe. 
Ironically enough, Foreign Min- 
ister George Bidault has relied 
on earlier statements by Juin of 
such a need to help persuade the 
Assembly and the country to ac- 
cept EDC. But the De Gaullists 
and other r:“4:tist elements in- 
sist on national armies, both 
French and German, held to- 
gether in a loose confederation 
by a council of ministers. 


Fxtremists Work Together. 


Thus the two heritages from 
De Gaulle’s term in power—en- 
trenchment of the Communists 
in administrative posts and the 
origination of a nationalist party 
—are contributing to the pa- 
ralysis of the Government at 
this critical moment. These two 
extremes are united.in a kind 
of partnership today. Speeches 
championing Juin in the Assem- 
bly draw applause from both 
extreme left and extreme right. 

One of the De Gaullist depu- 
ties is still another famous gen- 
eral, Gen. Marie-Pierre Koenig. 
Koenig is chairman of the im- 
portant National Defense Com- 


office he has helped to delay 
the progress of EDC. Again in 
this strange partnership Jules 
Moch, a Socialist deputy, holds 
a key- position on the Foreign 
Affairs Committee and he has 
used his power, too, to hold up 
EDC. 

Gen. Augustin Guillaume, one 
of the few generals known to 
favor EDC, is being talked of as 
a successor to Juin. Guillaume 
is now Governor General of 
French Morocco, a key position 
since Arab nationalists abetted 
by the Communists are threat- 
ening France’s North African 
empire. The loss of the African 
colonies would be a severe, per- 
haps even a fatal, blow to the 
French economy. Against con- 
tinuous agitation and repeated 
acts of violence the Army is es- 
sential to hold this overseas bas- 
tion, which is one reason gen- 
erals and marshals can exert 
such an influence on French 
politics. 

The controversy over Juin 
broke as the SHAPE command 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization observed the third

NATO Accomplishments. 


The Juin incident which {s 
part of the long and bitter dis- 
pute over EDC has cast some- 
thing of a shadow on the real 
achievements of NATO. Some 
high NATO officials had feared 
that just this would happen— 
EDC would not be ratified or 
that it would be approved after 
such a dispute as to make its 
ratification meaningless and that 
this would raise doubts about 
the structure of NATO itself. 
President Eisenhower was told 
just that during the Bermuda 
Conference, but he persisted in 
the conviction that there is no 
alternative to EDC. 


Gen. Alfred Gruenther, pres- 
ent Supreme Commander of 
SHAPE, has many times said 
that the defense of Europe will 
be deficient until German 
troops are part of the force. But 
even though this hole exists, the 
accomplishments are substan- 
tial. Perhaps the most outstand- 
ing is the fact that the number 
of air bases capable of taking 
modern jet planes has gone 
from 12 or 15 three years ago 
to 150. Not all are completed, 
but all are able to take jets. The 
fact that the NATO air force 
can be shifted over such a wide 
range multiplies its defensive 
power. 

When the SHAPE command 
was created about 1100 planes 
of varying degrees of obsoles- 
cence were available. There are 
now about four times that many 
planes in the NATO force in- 
cluding hundreds of Sabre Jets. 

There are still, however, seri- 
ous deficiencies. The cosmic top 
secret report signed by Gruen- 
ther last December was a 
gloomy document contrasting 
sharply with the optimistic 
speeches made at the December 
NATO meeting. That document 
said the danger of a Soviet at- 
tack had not diminished. It was 
sharply critical of deficiencies 
in air training. Canada is the 
only country that has complete- 
ly equipped and manned the 
four jet air wings pledged to 
NATO. Other nations have 
lagged seriously in fulfilling 
their promises. 


NATO Supply Systems. 


But even wher examined 
against such a realistic ap- 
praisal, NATO is far more than 
just a political facade as some 
of its critics charge it with 
being. It is building a pipeline 
system to supply the jet bases 
and important steps have been 
taken to co-ordinate the defense 
efforts of the 14 nations. 


In this effort Marshal Juin 
has had an important part as 
commander of the armies of 
Central Europe, oné of the three 
subordinate commanders under 
Gruenther. If his speech made 
at the height of the crisis over 
EDC helps to undermine the 
political supports of NATO, it 
will be a tragedy not alone for 
France but for all the Western 
world. With the West facing the 
unceasing threat of Communist 
imperialism, the go-it-alone at- 
titude is bound to be destruc- 
tive wherever it occurs. The 
world is too small and the 
weapons of destruction too over- 
whelming to permit the old 
forces of nationalism to be un- 
leashed in the old self destruc- 
tive fashion.

HE Army has taken the un- 
usual step of collecting affi- 
davits to challenge the im- 
partiality of Samuel P. Sears, 
Picked to serve as special coun- 
sel for the Senate investigation 
into the battle of Joe MCCarthy 
vs. the United States Army. 
Here are other developments: 

Democratic Senators are in- 
creasingly suspicious that 
Sears’s appointment was a care- 
fully maneuvered plan by Mc- 
Carthy and friends to get one 
of his own sympathizers in the 
key position of counsel. 

Senator McCarthy has been 
in constant, secret communica- 
tion with the man who brought 
the original charges against him 
—John G. Adams, counselor for 
the Army. Most of the phone 
calls to Adams were initiated 
by McCarthy and were made to 
Adams’s apartment where pre- 
sumably no Pentagon stenogra- 
phers would be présent to moni- 
tor the conversations. 

The Army’s affidavits of preju- 
dice collected against special 
counsel Sears indicate that the 
Pentagon is definitely aroused 
over Sears’s partiality toward 
McCarthy in the past and is de- 
termined to fight back. One af- 
fidavit is from Rabbi Joseph S. 
Shubow, president of the Rab- 
binical Association of Greater 
Boston. He swears that he had 
agreed to debate Sears on March 
11 at the Columbus Forum on 
the question, “Is Senator Mc- 
Carthy an Influence for Good 
or Evil?” Though the debate 
was later called off, Rabbi Shu- 
bow claims in the affidavit that 
Sears was scheduled to take 
McCarthy’s side.

When 
Gen. Navarre took command in 
Indochina, he produced the Na- 
varre plan, which was “a plan 
for victory.” Although the evi- 
dence was to the contrary, the 
State and Defense Departments 
kept hoping against hope that 
the Navarre plan might work 
after all. 

That phase ended when Gen. 
Paul Ely came to Washington 
for his recent talks with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the joint 
chiefs of staff. 

Returns From Indochina. 


Gen. Ely had just been to 
Indochina to inspect the situa- 
tion on behalf of defense chiefs 
of staff. He had come back via 
Paris, where he had talked with 
the leaders of his government. 


He brought the word to our 
Government that there was no 
hope of victory in Indochina, at 
least with the means now at the

The enemy is everywhere, 
and if the French withdraw, the 
Communist forces will enjoy ab- 
solute predominance.

What Does Policy Mean?

Traffic and the Aldermen 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “A Question for the 
Aldermen,” requests the Aldermen 
who voted for the recent parking 
changes to “explain their position.” 


This is a direct question. It de- 
serves a similar answer. You state 
that the new law is a mistake be- 
cause: 

1. It was passed wthout real evi- 
dence that mesé curb parking was 
needed, 


2. # was passed against the ad- 
vice of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Associated Retailers of St. Louis, the 
Downtown Improvement Association 
and the Association of Team and 
Truck Owners. 


The other reason and argument 
which you state are based upon your 
conclusion, and not facts. The reason 
that I, and many of the Aldermen, 
voted for this increase in curb park- 
ing were as follows: 


1. Over 400 merchants and prop- 
erty owners in downtown St. Louis 
requested some “on-street’’ parking. 


2. The Associated Retailers of St. 
Louis indorsed this legislation. 


3. The Chamber of Commerce of 
St. Louis indorsed this legislation 
with the exception of Pine and Olive 
streets. 


4. Alderman Taylor, chairman of 
our traffic committee, with five years 
traffic experience, originally  in- 
dorsed the plan; heard all the argu- 
ments; recommended the passage of 
this legislation. 


5. When the master traffic plan 
went into effect, not one survey was 
made by a professional concern, it 
was all admittedly done by trial and 
error. 


Check these facts, Mr. Editor. 


Now it is extremely hard for an 
Alderman to keep up with the 
“switches” these associations make. 
When this proposal was introduced, 
the Chamber of Commerce would not 
agree to any changes. Later it agreed 
to parking on Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Locust and Chestnut 
streets. 

The Associated Retailers indorsed 
a bill for parking on all downtown 
streets without exception. Later, ard 
at the last minute, they reversed 
themselves and asked that Pine and 
Olive be excepted. 


The bill which the Mayor vetoed 
and which was presented to us, 
placed the Aldermen in a position 
rejecting all parking on downtown 
streets or passing the proposal over 
the Mayor’s veto. Since the present 
session was about to end, and the 
new session legally cannot take up 
traffic or other matters until a 
budget is passed, it might have taken 
months before any “on-street” park- 
ing relief could be granted. 


We respect your right to disagree 
with the Aldermen individually or in 
a group. We respectfully suggest 
that you place these facts (not 
opinions or conclusions) before the 
public,

Rhode Island’s petition to the Supreme Court 
to reconsider its March 15 decision in the off- 
shore-oil case is based on a point with which the 
court would seem obliged to deal. 

The Submerged Lands Act of 1953, under which 
Congress purported to cede title to offshore 
areas to coastal states, specifically exempts “all 
lands acquired by the United States by eminent 
domain proceedings, purchase, cession, gift or 
otherwise in a proprietary capacity,” says the pe- 
tition. (Italics ours.) 

“The court in its per curiam opinion explicitly 
confirms that the United States acquired the 
offshore lands in a proprietary as well as a 
sovereign capacity,” the petition goes on. 

Under that ruling by the court that the Fed- 
eral Government's relationship to the offshore 
lands was “proprietary,” the offshore areas are 
made subject to that provision of the Submerged 
Lands Act which excepts from the terms of the 
act lands held by the Government in a proprie- 
tary manner, so the petition contends. 

It is odd that an act should be so phrased 
as to be self-defeating. The petitioners ex- 
plain that in their opinion the framers of the 
legislation “bungled.” Attorney General Brown- 
ell and his Department of Justice wished to ex- 
cept the offshore land from the quitclaim “for 
the purpose of minimizing constitutional ques- 
tions,” and to allow the states only to “adminis- 
ter and develop” the offshore lands, the petition 
says, and the act was so written. Proponents of 
all-out vesting of title in the states added an 
outright quitclaim to the offshore lands—in di- 
rect contradiction to the Justice Department's 
part of the act, declare the petitioners. 

These arguments were brought up by the peti- 
tioners in their request for a hearing which the 
March 15 decision denied. But can the court be 
said to have dealt with them? The Rhode Island 
petition puts the responsibility squarely up to 
the court in the strongest terms. 

It questions whether Congress has intentional- 
ly put to a test, in the Submerged Lands Act, 
its power to transfer these lands. It says the 
court should be “completely certain” on that 
point before putting “irreplaceable natural re- 
sources” beyond the power of future Congresses 
to recall them. This is particularly true, says 
the petition, because there is at stake “irrevoca- 
ble surrender of national responsibilities.” 

The petition continues: 

It is not for this court to rewrite a con- 
gressional statute to give away property of 
the United States which the statute by its 
terms excepts from its operation. 

If it ignores this statutory exception, the 
court itself without a clear congressional 
mandate becomes responsible for the give- 
away of invaluable property of the United 
States and the surrender of a vital part of 
its external sovereignty. 

These are challenging words to address to the 
highest court of the land. They say that if blood 
is to be on the head of anyone, it will be on the 
head of the Supreme Court, and not of Congress. 
Is this a “frivolous and insubstantial issue’’? 
Justice Douglas, in his dissent from the March 
15 decision, said the issue must be held to be 
“frivolous and insubstantial” if the court re- 
fused to hear the case on its merits.

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A Sell-Out of the President 


The current installment of the thrilling serial, 
“The Perils of Public Housing, or Up Against 
the Buzz Saw of the Real Estate Lobby,” has 
just about the same plot as it had last year. 

In this chapter, the low-rent housing program 
which is indispensable to the slum clearance plans 
of American cities has béen defeated in the 
House, just as it was in 1953. In the next chap- 
ter, if last year’s performance is any guide, the 
Senate will restore public housing. And in the 
climactic finale, a conference committee will 
probably emerge from a smoke-filled room to 
announce a compromise under which public hous- 
ing is not killed but only crippled and starved. 

There are several reasons why this annual 
performance is a disgrace to Congress. The pri- 
mary reason, of course, is that the sell-out to the 
real estate lobby of the cities is a shocking tri- 
umph for special over general interests. But 
somebody in the Administration ought to be 
thinking also of the political implications. For 
President Eisenhower and his “dynamic, pro- 
gressive” legislative program were also victims 
of a sell-out by members of his own party. 

Here is how the parties divided on a Demo- 
cratic amendment to the housing bill designed 
to authorize exactly the public housing program 
which Mr. Eisenhower asked for:

How, in the face of this record, can the Republi- 
cans in the House expect President Eisenhower 
to go to the country this fall with a plea for the 
re-election of Republicans on the strength of sup- 
port of his “dynamic, progressive” program? 
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An International Street Fight 

More disturbing than the physical assaults on 
French Premier Laniel and Defense Minister 
Pleven in Paris was the failure of bystanders 
to come to the rescue of the chief of state and a 
leading member of his cabinet. It is impos- 
sible to imagime a similar attack on President 
Eisenhower and Defense Secretary Wilson with 
a large crowd standing by, hands in pockets. 

The attack apparently was started by some 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle’s roughneck followers, 
and a few Communists joined in—probably eager 
to miss no chance to make trouble for the au- 
thorities. The real motivations of the affray 
were resentment against the Indochinese war 
and a protest against Germans in the EDC army. 
The Parisians felt so strongly on these issues 
that they did not move to stop the physical 
abuse of M, Laniel and M. Pleven. 


This was a street affray which is of concern — 


not only to the Paris police but to all the 
chancelleries of the West. For Washington 
it dramatically emphasizes the question of how 
a large segment of the French people can 


be brought into accord with our concept of de- 
fense against Russia, and, more disturbingly, 
how much vitality that concept loses if the 
French do not give it solid support. 
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Senator Hennings Hits a Bull’s-Eye 

Senator Hennings again demonstrates clear 
thinking as well as independence in his demolish- 
ing statement in opposition to the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment introduced by Republican 
Senator John Marshall Butler of Maryland. The 
Butler amendment, which has the backing of the 
American Bar Association, would fix a series of 
unnecessary limitations in the Constitution con- 
cerning Supreme Court Justices—their number, 
retirement and eligibility for elective office, etc. 

Missouri's senior Senator says all this would 
encumber the Constitution with “unnecessary 
and surplus verbiage.” His views expressed in 
a news report from Washington in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch show that he has gone to the heart 
of the objection to each of the major aspects of 
the Butler amendment. 

Senator Hennings’s opposition to a proposal so 
time-wasting was to have been expected. The 
wonder is that he is the only member of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee who has spoken 
up against it. Can it be that all the other mem- 
bers—12 lawyers as it happens—are in favor of 
cluttering up the Constitution with an amend- 
ment for which no need whatever exists? 

Since there was no record vote when the 
amendment. was reported favorably ta the Sen- 
ate, each member of the committee ought to say 
how he stands. Here they are:

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A Million Children Against Polio 


While St. Louis and St. Louis county will not 
take part in the mass polio inoculations which 
will start nationally April 12, they will watch 
the experiment with exceptional interest. The 
inoculation of 500,000 to 1,000,000 school chil- 
dren will test a new vaccine developed by Dr. 
Jonas R. Salk of the University of Pittsburgh. 

Dr. Salk believes his vaccine may provide life- 
long immunity from infantile paralysis. If his 
hopes are borne out, poliomyelitis may be virtu- 
ally stamped out of the United States as typhoid 
fever has already been all but stamped out. 

Walter Winchell’s broadcast alarm that the 
vaccine might be dangerous has brought forth 
reassurances from the United States Public 
Health Service and the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis. Triple checks will insure, 
these agencies said, that there will be no danger. 
Through these tests the medical profession will 
strive to build a healthier, happier future for 
the people of America—and the world. 
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Not a Religious Issue 

It is most regrettable that several members of 
the Protestant Episcopal church in the East have 
criticized the Roman Catholic church in this 
country for not having publicly disavowed Sena- 
tor Joseph R. McCarthy. This tends to inject re- 
ligious affiliation into a controversy in which re- 
ligious connection should play no part whatever. 

The junior Senator from Wisconsin should not 
be criticized for his church affiliation—any more 
than he should be defended because of it. Count- 
less Catholics are thoroughly ashamed of him 
just as many Jews are ashamed of Roy M. Cohn, 
the McCarthy subcommittee’s chief counsel, and 
Protestants without number are ashamed of 
Gerald L. K. Smith and his “apostles of discord.” 
of discord.” 

As shown by Senator McCarthy's reception by 
Cardinal Spellman and others at the Sunday 
communion breakfast of the New York Police 
Department’s Holy Name Society, some highly 
placed Catholics do support the Senator. But it 
is also a fact that many Catholics, speaking as 
individuals, have publicly denounced McCarthy- 
ism and its founder. For example the April issue 
of The Progressive—a most impressive 96-page 
documentation of the record against Senator 
McCarthy, contains an extract from a letter to 
Editor Morris Rubin at Madison, Wis., from the 
distinguished Catholic layman and British novel- 
ist, Graham Greene, It reads as follows: 


As a Catholic I am completely opposed to 
everything that McCarthyism stands for— 
the smear tactics which he uses would be de- 
scribed in theological terms as a lack of 
charity which to a Catholic (and he pre- 
tends to be one) amounts to a mortal sin. 

We Catholics of Europe believe that the 
aspects of Communism which we, as Catho- 
lics, are required to fight, can only be fought 
with honesty and we feel that a far worse 
enemy than Communism is represented by 
McCarthy. 


Here in the United States, James O'Gara, man- 
aging editor of The Commonweal, weekly jour- 
nal of opinion of Catholics, has written: 


Communism is capitalizing on the terrible 
misery in which most of the wor]d’s people 
live. It feeds on hunger, it grows fat on the 
West’s record of exploitation. Communism 
did not create these problems, which would 
exist if Marx had never been born. 

It is in this area that Senator McCarthy’s 
principal danger lies, He has the traditional, 
instinctive contempt of the demagogue for 
democratic processes, not in the sense that 
he is afraid of the people, but precisely be- 
cause he is confident of this ability to cor- 
rupt them. 


It would be possible to cite many denuncia- 
tions of Joseph R. McCarthy by Catholics. Since 
there are scores of sound reasons to oppose 
him, we hope there will be no more intrusion 
of the matter of church affiliation. 
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‘Just One More’ 


Col. Hugh Waggoner, head of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, says the state driver’s license 
law should be revised to make it easier to sus- 
pend and revoke licenses. If proof is needed, St. 
Louis can review the case of Robert H. Moore. 

Moore was arrested last week after a car which 
witnesses said he was driving struck four parked 
machines. Moore’s record shows 18 convictions 
for traffic violations since 1948. In Jefferson 
City, Howard Turnbull, supervisor of the State 
Drivers’ License Division, said Moore’s license 
could be revoked if he were convicted of “just 
one more” careless driving charge. 

Why “just one more” charge after more than 
a dozen others? Because under the present law 
a driver must be convicted of careless driving 
three times within two years before his license 
can be revoked. ae 

The driver's license law was passed principally 


to make it easier to get dangerous drivers off 
our highways. It was a vast improvement over 


the old law but, as Col. Waggoner says, the im- 
provement needs improvement. If the Legisla- 


, ture needs specific justification for changes, 


there is always the case of Hot Rod Moore.

Southern editor says Supreme Court decision on school segrega- 
tion may give all people of South new opportunity to live, grow 
and gain together; docs not expect rash moves theatened 
by some politicians; hopes federal aid to education can help.

The important thing for the White 
people and the Negro people of America 
is this: 

We have business together. I am in- 
clined to believe that it may be the 
most important business on earth. And 
I know, not merely on the basis of 
faith but on a foundation of facts, that 
we can and will accomplish it together. 

This spring the South and the Ne- 
groes—if anyone could ever really sep- 
arate them—wait in bewilderment on 
the one hand and expectation on the 
other for the deci- 
sion of the Supreme 
Court on segrega- 
tion in the public 
schools. 

I know impa- 
tience is there. Fear 
is there, too. And 
the real fears may 
undoubtedly be ac- 
companied again by 
the manufactured 
furies. I do not 
minimize the possi- 
bilities of disap- 
pointment or of dis- 
may. But I do — 
some ropositions 
which f tateve should be self-evident: 

Gov. Herman Talmadge will not get 
out his militia to resist the declared 
law of the land. The South has been to 
Appomattox. More important, its men 
have been to Belleau Wood and Okina- 
wa and Korea. In our time the Con- 
federate flag will fly only over fra- 
ternity houses and the windshields of 
convertibles many of which oddly, as 
they travel in the South, carry New 
York license plates.

People Grow and Gain Together 


Gov. James F. Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina will not end public education in the 
South where it is needed more than 
anywhere else, in America, and more 
than anywhere else for America to 
which its white and Negro sons have 
dispersed in search of a better chance. 

However sweeping the decision of the 
Supreme Court may ter some 
dismay and much declamation—it will 
be met in the South with the good sense 
and good will of both races. 


That will be done because, contrary 


to much report North and South, the © 
_ great mass of the good people, white 


and Negro, in the South show them- 
selves now and have shown themselves 
in history capable of living and work- 
ing, growing and gaining together. 

Our country is not composed of gun- 
and-knife toting white men and Ne- 
groes. It never Was. It is easy to see 
the symbol of man’s struggle for free- 
dom long ago in that star that pointed 
North from the slave South. And it is 
easy to forget that when the colored 
men fled north with maybe the hounds 
at their heels, they left not only Simon 
Legree but also thousands of white 
Southerners for whom no star pointed 
anywhere to a reasonable facsimile of 
a decent freedom. 


Progress in Race Relations 


Not even our economic historians 
pause to note that in the midst of the 
darkest days of Reconstruction the de- 
feated men and the freed men together 
grew and sold one of the greatest cotton 
crops the South has ever produced. 
They had business together. 

I can report progress in the South— 
great progress in race relations, Also, 
I can report that a man who rejoices is 
often ed as well. Bitterness re- 
mains and slums—but in New York as 
well as in North Carolina. The spirit of 
the Ku Klux Klan sometimes seems to 
have spread to the country—and the 
Congress. Sometimes fear and sensitive- 
ness seem almost sharpened by safety. 
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The important thing {s not that we 
have moved but that we have moved 
together and are moving still. 

Our greatest business together is the 
continuing proof that America’s revolu- 
tionary purpose for all men remains. 
Certainly this is no time to forget that 
the American revolution was fought— 
still requires fighting—not merely for 
the DAR’s but for the damned and the 
deprived. 

Our business together is to prove 
both the American purpose and the 
American possibility in the world. And, 
in no field of American life is that 
demonstration more important than in 
the advancing escape of the American 
Negro from a second class status, a 
neglected poverty, a limited chance 
which has sometimes maintained the 
stigma of slavery as a part of the illu- 
sion of freedom. 


A Threat to Good Schools 


Do not misunderstand me. I am not 
among those hoping that the Supreme 
Court this spring and in one decision 
will wipe out segregation in all the 
schools of the South. I view that day 
with apprehension. 

I know that New Jersey only recently 
and reluctantly ended that separation. 
I know that some good citizens of New 
York keep their children out of the 
public schools because of race and class 
associations. 

I know the dangers and the distress 
which may attend such a change par- 
ticularly in the rural areas of the South 
where there is no division like that be- 
tween Westchester and Harlem, or even 
in my town between Hayes Barton and 
Vinegar Hill, 

I know, too, the dangers which might 
come to the Negro teachers if the ratio 
of Negro teachers to Negro children 
should be reduced even to the level of 
that in such an unsegregated state as 
New York, That is important to them 
because in North Carolina today, strange 
as it may seem to you, the average pay 
of Negro teachers is higher than the 
average of the white ones. 

The simple fact is that the segrega- 
tion fight has improved the quality of 
the schools which will exist for all the 
children with or without separation. 
The equally simple fact is that the end 
of separation would give a weapon to 
those who are always more interested 
in low taxes than good schools for any 
children or all of them. 


Character and Not Color 


I am not as sure as I wish I were 
that the nation which may impose its 
will upon the South as to how it should 
run its schools will be as quickly ready 
with federal aid to education to help 
the states with the most children and 
the least wealth to give any of the 
children the education which the equal 
opportunity of the American child re- 
quires. 


Fortunately we know that all but 
the fools of prejudice on the one side 
and of bitterness on the other know 
that the real divisions among men are 
not based upon color but upon char- 
acter. And it is the mark of the char- 
acter of a man that he will not permit 
dominance of his prejudices over faith. 


It fs not required of us that we be 
always happy in change. It is required 
that we honor a faith which we would 
have the world defend. We will be most 
secure in the world when the least and 
the last among us walks as his right in 
dignity and pride. 

God speed us to that hour.

Between Book Ends 


Science Tale With a Moral 


THE SECOND CONQUEST, by Louis de Wohl. 

(Lippincott, 239 pgs., $3.) 

Probably this is the first time that 
science fiction has been used to preach 
a religion, and it certainly can be hoped 
that later efforts will be—if not more 
successful—at least more palatable. Mr. 
de Wohl has written many books of 
which the more recent have been de- 
voted to the lives of the saints. His lat- 
est was “Set All Afire,”’ the life of St. 
Xavier, 


Ostensibly the story concerns a re- 
ligious young test pilot, the beautiful 
daughter of a rich industrialist, a cold, 
atheistic scientist, and the arch-villain, 
a man possessed by the devil. The sci- 
entist, aided by the villain, builds a 
space ship which 
takes them to Mars 
where they find be- 
ings 12 feet tall of 
tremendous intelli- 
gence, and who are 
completely without 
fault. In fact, since 
these beings have 
not “fallen” and 
are without Original 
Sin, “evil, sin, cor- 
ruption, disease and 
death have no 
meaning for them.” 
But man brings the 
Apple with him, 
and the Martians 
are tempted, through the machinations 
of the villain, to make the fatal choice. 


Between enunciations of dogma by 
the test pilot, the story is carried for- 
ward by such thrilling passages as, 
“Zing, Zing — zing — zing. The ship 
bucked like a mustang. The needle on 
the control-board swung out, but re- 
turned to its former position at once. 
Forty-seven forty. Everything was all 
right. Damn the meteorites!” 


The cardboard characters are slid 
here and there until carefully in place 
for the next sermon. The deep love be- 
tween the pilot and heiress is men- 
tioned in the first chapter. Then, while 
they spend 30 weeks in a two-room 
space ship and several months on Mars 
together, such an earthly passion does 
not intrude—until the last page where, 
= . dewy-eyed kiss, they pick out the 
church, 


“The Second Conquest” is a dismal 
failure as a novel of either adventure or 
science fiction, and not a great deal 
more successful as a religious tract. The 
only thing that can be said for it is 
that it causes one to conjecture on the 
job the missionaries will have on Mars 
in teaching religion without the use of 
anthropomorphic terms.

Beyond Cure by Changes in Tariffs

AST WEEK WAS CERTAINLY NOT.an ideal moment for a 
message from the President on foreign economic policy. Even 
~ if it were a more fascinating subject than it is, it had to

It also had to compete with 
heartrending defense of Dien 
Bien Phu, another major doc- 
trinal speech by Secretary Dul- 
les, another big move by Mos- 
cow on the peace front, and al- 
ways and of course McCarthy- 
ism. The com- j 
peting news 
would in itself 
be enough to 
explain why not 
every citizen 
spent all of last 
Wednesday eve- 
ning reading 
the President's 
message. But it 
is a fair ques- 
tion omega in sy 
any other week 7 
it would have ‘4>bmann. 
aroused more interest and re- 
ceived more attention. I would 
guess not. Any week that was 
quiet enough to make that mes- 
sage the big news would be 
quiet enough to allow everyone 
to go fishing. 


People Not Interested. 


Yet this still leaves us with 
the question of why a matter, 
which the President's message 
says has “urgency and signifi- 
cance,” is not in fact regarded 
as urgent and significant. 

But the fact of the matter is 
that our people do not feel that 
way, and that almost all the heat 
and pressure there is comes 
from the producers who will 
tolerate no less, and who usually 
want more tariff protection. 

The case for liberalizing tar- 
iffs has no popular push behind 
it, and deepnds upon reasoned 
proof. We must take far more 
seriously than the majority of 
the Randall Commission did, the 
main point of the dissenting re- 
port by Representatives Daniel 
Reed and Richard M. Simpson. 

They complained that Mr. 
Randall and the majority had 
worked from a false postulate: 
namely that American economic 
policy should be revised in order 
to solve the outer world’s dollar 
problem. Messrs. Reed and 
Simpson argued that “foreign 
economic policy should be con- 
sidered primarily in its relation 
to the domestic economy.” 


To say they are right in this 
does not mean that one agrees 
with their views on what the 
various tariffs ought to be. 


National Objectives. 


It is, In any event, on this 
ground that the debate will have 
to be carried on. It will not be | 
possible to bring about sub- 
stantial tariff reductions if the 
argument is that this is the way 
to make our allies prosperous 
and free from Communist dan- 
ger, or to save the American 
taxpayer the burden of foreign 
aid, or to help our export in- 
dustries. 


These are national objectives 
which can be promoted only at 
the expense of the nation, as in 
the war loans, lend-lease, the 
Marshall plan, mutual aid and 
the like. 


This is not to say that it 
would not help the world prob- 
lems if we took in more im- 
ports. It certainly would. But 
in order to persuade the Con- 
gress to let in more imports, 


ydrogen bomb. 


the proof must show that it will 
benefit the American economy. 

Although last week's message 
does not refer to it, the Eisen- 
hower Administration has al- 
ready adopted a new and highly 
promising approach. It is in 
Secretary Benson's plan for 
dealing with the troubles of 
the domestic woo] industry. 


Benson’s Brannan Plan. 


The essential fact, so far as 
this argument is concerned, is 
that instead of an increase in 
the tariff on wool — which the 
domestic producers are asking— 
the Administration !s recom- 


s| mending that the price of wool 


be allowed to find its level in 
the open market “competing 
with other fibers and with im- 
ported wool”—and that domes- 
tic wool producers be given fi- 
nancial assistance, in effect on 
the parity principle. 

This is by no means the only 
way of dealing with a situation 
of this kind. But it registers 
certain principles. The one is 
that it does no ene much good 
to use the tariff to alleviate the 
troubles of an industry, like 
wool, when those troubles are 
due to high costs and to the 
competition of cheaper and in- 
creasingly better substitutes. 

The Randall Commission had 
a proposal from Mr. David Mc- 
Donald, one of its members, 
calling for compensation for 
producers who might have to 
make readjustments as a result 
of lower tariffs. In its original 
form, the proposal was open to 
the objection that it seemed to 
give a protected industry a 
property right in the tariff 
rates—and on that ground Mr. 
McDonald's proposal was not 
adopted. 


Prof. Galbraith’s View. 


But in some better form we 
shall, I believe, come to it— 
perhaps by recognizing that 
when there is serious human 
dislocation due to a great tech- 
nological change—such as is 
now in progress in the textile 
revolution—or to changes of 
national policy, the local com- 
munities affected should not be 
left to bear the whole burden. 

The problem, as Professor 
John K. Galbraith of Harvard, 
pointed out is broader than the 
tariff. 

“For example,” he said, “take 
the two Massachusetts cities ‘of 
Lawrence and Lowell, Lawrence 
has allegedly been suffering 
from foreign competition in the 
woolen trade; Lowell has been 
suffering acutely from the com- 
petition of Southern textile 
mills. Unemployment in both 
towns is very high. 

“The sort of scheme proposed 
by Mr. McDonald would bring 
the Government to the assist- 
ance of Lawrence, but not to the 
assistance of Lowell. But in both 
cases the proper remedies are 
beyond the local resources of 
either the town or the com- 
monwealth. Therefore, I would 
like to see the Federal Govern- 
ment with a very much stronger 
policy than it presently has for 
coming to the assistance of all 
such problems areas, not just 
those suffering from import 
competition.” 


ILONA KOMBRINK 
PLEASING IN RECITAL 


Affton Soprano Demon- 
strates Poise—Voice Well 
Controlled.

An extraordinarily gifted 
young soprano, Ilona Kombrink, 
appeared in recital yesterday at 
the Wednesday Club, under the 
auspices of the Artist Presenta- 
tion Committee. And the 21- 
year-old singer, who lives in 
Affton, who has been studying 
voice and opera at Curtis, who 
will be singing the fourth 
straight summer in the Munici- 
pal Opera chorus, made a migh- 
ty good impression. One left 
with the feeling that here had 
been a voice anda person headed 
toward an outstanding career. 

Already Miss Kombrink has 
brought her natural singing 
voice to a high degree of con- 
trol and consistent tonal opu- 
lence.

Based on _ yesterday’s per- 
formance, there are two slight 
mental reservations. The young 
soprano’s higher register was 
not quite so pretty to hear as 
her middle and low tones; her 
voice when pushed beyond 
forte was not always in focus. 
Time and continued conscient- 
ious study should erase both 
tendencies. 

Miss Kombrink’s operatic of- 
ferings were the “Porgi amor 
from Mozart’s “The Marriage of 
Figaro,” and the “Sola, perduta, 
abbandonata” of Puccini's 
“Manon Lescaut.” Both arias, 
though not staggeringly diffi- 
cult, were tossed off with seem- 
ingly great ease. In the Puccini, 
Miss Kombrink got to pull out 
most of the stops of her voice, 
with accuracy, too, and became 
what perhaps may best describe 
her—a dramatic. soprano. 

Santoliquido’s “Poesie Per- 
giane”’ was done with expert- 
ness, and lieder by Brahms, 
Hugo Wolf and Joseph Marx 
were sung pleasantly if not al- 
ways completely sympathetically 
with the méssages. Facility with 
the subtle line was evident in 
Chauuson’s “Le Temps des 
Lilas” and two Debussy songs.

CROWD AT MUSEUM 
FOR FRENCH EXRIBIT 


Unified Impressionist Show 
Lights Up Modernism’s 
Threshold, 


—

Attendance totaled 1525 
sons yesterday at City Art Mu- 
seum, where “Berthe Morisot 
and Her Circle,” an important 
new exhibition, will remain on 
view through May 2. The tour- 
ing show, an unprecedented 
American glimpse of a famous 
private collection of Paris, has 
earmarks of becoming the sea- 
son’s most popular attraction. 

Wide appeal of this strongly 
unified display rests on factors 
both artistic and human. By 
Edouard Manet, leading impres- 
sionist, there are the truly great 
“The Artist's Parents” and a 
sensitive portrait of Berthe Mori- 
sot herself, first Manet's pupil, 
later his sister-in-law. 


The portrait has the same 
tense vitality as the same sub- 
ject’s likeness in Manet’s Goya- 
like “Balcony,” owned by the 
Louvre, In the traveling show 
there are also a slight Manet 
still life, a characteristic nude 
and three other portraits. 


Splendid singie examples of 
the work of Degas, Monet and 
Renoir are drawn together, sty- 
listically and in human relation- 
ships, by the rest of the exhibit. 
This consists of 20 canvases rep- 
resenting development of Berthe 
Mofisot, a figure of secondary 
standing as painter but indis- 
pensable in the growth of im- 
pressionism, stepping stone to 
the whole modern movement. 


Role of Berthe Morisot. 

A woman of means and es- 
thetic discernment, Berthe Mori- 
sot bought other impressionists’ 
paintings, entertained them in 
her home, became the wife of 
Eugene Manet, Edouard’s 
younger brother, and supported 
the rebel group with moral en- 
couragement. 

In her own contribution to the 
show, she paints, in flickering 
luminous color, her husband, 
sister, nieces and—eight times 
in all—her daughter, Julie, now 
Mme. Ernest Rouart, owner of 
the traveling collection. Degas 
paints her husband; Renoir, her 
daughter and herself. It would 
be pleasant but misleading to 
call Berthe Morisot the artistic 
rival of these associates, the ti- 
tans of the time. 


She progresses from Manet’s 
influence in “Under the Lilacs” 
(1874) to Renoir’s in “Cherry 
Picking” (1891). On her own, 
she emphasizes draftsmanship in 
the clearly delineated portrait of 
Jeanne Pontillon, her niece, and 
among the impressionists she 
reaches her most distinctive style 
in employing open brushwork in 
the Hals and Velasquez tradition. 

But it was in taste, not in 
technique, that she made her 
greatest contribution. An art 
student from the age of 16, she 
rebelled at conservative and in- 
ferior teaching, securing Corot 
as her th or. Her 
fondness for her associates as 
subjects and for the everyday 
scenes about hér helped alter art 
history by smashing the decadent 
vogue for literary and historical 
themes. 

With Corot she became ad- 
dicted to painting outdoors, an 
enthusiasm—along with that for 
subject matter—which she com- 
municated to Manet, with far- 
reaching consequences for im- 
pressionism, a movement that 
gave added strength to such cor- 
nerstones of contemporary art 
as Cezanne and Van Gogh. 

Thus, from the historical 
viewpoint, uniting considerations 
of painting and people, the vis- 
iting exhibition is most signifi- 
cant for its intimate, illuminat- 
ing view of the very threshold 


of 1 modern art.

Watching a Possible Gas Rate Boost

ECISIONS BY FEDERAL REGULATORY COMMISSIONS

Such is imminent from the 
Federal Power Commission 
charged with regulation of hy- 
dro-electric and natural gas util- 
ities.

ern Pipe Line 
Co. That com- 
pany, in apply- 
ing for a $21,- 
400,000 rate in- 
crease, seeks to 
change the base 
for fixing nat- 
ural gas rates which has been 
used by the FPC since it was 
given regulatory authority over 
natural gas in 1938. That rate 
base has been upheld repeatedly 
by the United States Supreme 
Court. 


This will be a most important 
deciston by the commission on 
natural gas. It is being watched 
closely in Congress and in the 
industry, but possibly not as 
closely as it deserves by con- 
sumers, of whom there are es- 
timated now to be some 60,000,- 


000. 
Higher Rate to Consumer. 


Instead of the cost-of-produc- 
tion basis now used by the FPC, 
the Panhandle Eastern wants 
substitution of the “fair field 
price,” which was described in 
a speech in the House last week 
by Representative Lee Metcalf 
(Dem.), Montana, as “the highest 
monopoly price the traffic will 
bear.” 

If the “fair field price” for- 
mula is accepted by the com- 
mission that hereafter would be- 
come the basis. Since it is 
higher, that would shove up the 
price of natural gas to the con- 
sumer, and by many millions 
of dollars, according to FPC ex- 
aminers who opposed the change 
of rate base vigorously. 

The issue at stake could be 
no more succinctly stated than 
in a dispatch in the Wall Street 
Journal by Angus Deming of 
the paper’s Washington Bureau, 
who put it thus: 

“If the commission votes for 
Panhandle in the field price is- 
sue, the decision will be hailed 
in the industry as a boon for 
the evergrowing natural gas 
business. It would be inter- 
preted as proof that the G.O.P. 
Power Commission is safely on 
the side of business.

“Through their rates, the con- 
sumers have paid the costs, de- 
velopment expense, the cost of 
carrying acreage for future de- 
velopment, the taxes, the profit. 

“Any change from a cost to a 
fair field price base would make 
the regulation of natural gas 
rates by the FPC an expensive 
fraud. ... Far better would it 
be to discontinue the pretense 
that the FPC is regulating nat- 
ural gas rates. 

“The consumer would not then 
be suffering the delusion that 
he is being protected against ex- 
ploitation at the hands of the 
natural gas companies.” 


Windfall for a Few. 

Aside from the increase in 
going rates, a big windfall would 
go to a comparatively few big 
oil and natural gas companies 
which own the bulk of natural 
gas reserves. These reserves 
would be enhanced in value 
overnight and all during their 
productive life. ; 

How closely the reserves are 
held was revealed in a study 
made in 1948 under the direc- 
tion of FPC Commissioners 
Claude L. Draper and Leland 
Olds of two fields, Hugoton and 
Texas Panhandle. 

Twenty-five big oil and nat- 
ural gas companies owned 80 
per cent of the reserves in the 
latter, and 75 in the former.

OUT IN CHICAGO they have an expression:

There is generally, in some of the later Mad- 
ison avenue patter, a note of pessimism, if not 
downright cynicism in their gropings with the 
spoken word. Take this one, for example, which 
is a very real example of Madison avenue: “Let’s 
roll some rocks and see what crawls out.” Obvi- 
ously the boys are not expecting much. In the 
old days, they used to “mother hen” an idea, 
or they'd say, “Let’s incubate this and see what 
hatches”—and this, with its intimations of ma- 
ternity, was kind of sweet and touching.

A day must be found that will 
be convenient to the hosts, and the best day 
from the standpoint of choice foods that are to 
be had in the market. 


Plans must be made to assemble a party of 
congenial people. A day must be found when 
those especially chosen to be present will not 
be out of town, will be able to find sitters for 
their children and are not in bed with colds. 


When all these conditions have been met 
it will be time to call the friends to whom 
the social debt is owed and extend the invita- 
tion. It will be gratifying to realize that at 
long last the debt is to be liquidated and there 
will be no more long hours of worry and 
anxiety. 


How baffling it is when, on being invited, the 
friends insist that the party be moved to their 
house. They already have the food. They want 
everybody to come. They won't take no. And 
so, instead of being liquidated, the unpaid social 
debt is multiplied by two.

She wanted to get a complete examination 
for cancer, the best possible, in a place specializing in 
cancer. 

Mrs. Jones was not only surprised but dubious when I 
told her that her own physician was her best bet. “But,” 
she said “if there are doctors who specialize in heart 
disease, there must be a doctor who specializes tn cancer. 
That's the man I want to see if there isn’t any cancer 
clinic here.”

THIS IDEA that cancer represents a single disease 


is perhaps the greatest false’ idea of the many surrounding’ 


cancer. It isn’t one disease and isn’t confined to one part of 
the body. No doctors treating patients are solely cancer 
specialists. 

Cancer is a disease of cell growth. It can affect almost 
any cell in the body, whether they be blood cells, stomach 
cells, liver cells, skin cells, or those of almost any other 
organ. The symptoms and signs are as varied as are the 
organs affected. 

We all start out nine months before birth as a single 
cell fertilized by another invisibly small cell. As these 
cells multiply and divide at fantastic speed, they separate 
into groups of cells that will form the various parts of the

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WHEN CANCER OCCURS, something happens in a 
cell or group of cells in one organ or another to start 
them growing wildly again, just as their great-ancestors 
grew before birth. at happens in the cell when this 
lawless growths begins is now the subject for intensive study 
by biological chemists, cytologists, and other research 
doctors. 

Cancer is. a disorder of cell growth. Many different 
things, including some 400 chemicals, are now known to 
set off this mad cell growth in susceptible people. The 
cancer cells grow so wantonly that they crowd out nearby 
cells and get into blood and lymph channels in the body. 
Through them, they travel (mestastasize) to other parts of 
the body, including the vital organs. By growing and en- 
larging enough to interfere with necessary body functions, 
death occurs. 

Thus the symptoms and signs of cancer embrace the 
whole of medicine: Your family doctor, taking a complete 
history and doing a comprehensive physical examination 
and other needed examinations, is more likely to find cancer 
than is any narrow specialist. f

Glue for Furniture Repairs. 
HEN it comes to furniture 
repairs, one of the handiest 
items of them all is a good 

wood glue. Using modern wood 
glues you can make a joint so 
strong that it will be 
stronger than the wood it is 
holding together. But it’s got to 
be used just right. 

First of all, the old glue must 
be removed from the two sur- 
faces that are to be joined to- 
gether. This can be done by 
softening the glue with a cloth 
dam in warm water or by 
sanding. It’s also important that 
the two surfaces are smooth. 
This does not apply, however, to 
a split in a leg or panel where 
if the surfaces were sanded

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Hunter Spears Man-Killing Jaguar 


Author Tells How He Tracked Big Cat in Jungle Grass, Met Its Final Furious Charge 


THE LAST ACT OF A JUNG 


Sasha Siemel, one of the 
world’s great hunters, spent 
30 years in the jungles of 
Brazil and became the only 
white man ever to fight man- 
killing jaguars armed only 
with a spear. In this second 
and last instalment from his 
bodk “Tigrero!”

HORTLY after I had set up 
\ camp near Ilho do Cara Cara, 

an outpost rider from the big 
Fazenda Descalvados rode in 
and brought grave news. His 
name was Jose Ramos, and he 
lived with his wife at a small 
fazenda (ranch) about 10 miles 
upriver from my camp. He ran 
his own small herd, and also 
watched the herds of the big 
rancho.

The infuriated tigre had bound- 
ed from the branch, and the 
hunter fled, leaving his dogs to 
the mercy of the big jungle cat.

Apparently the early 
experience had also left a dead- 
ly enmity for dogs, because the 
big cat had learned to draw 
them into pursuit through the 
tall marsh grass, and then circle 
and crouch beside its own trail, 
springing at the dogs as they 
ran by. One sweep of the razor 
claws would destroy a dog, and 
then the cat would lope on, re- 
peating the maneuver on each 
dog that followed. It was this 
trick of ambushing pursuers 
that gave the tigre its name— 
Assassino.

INCE I was the only hunter 
S in this region who killed with

Once 
I had refused because of the 
risk to Valente; and on the 
other occasion I was on my way 
south from Cuyaba and could 
not take the time to hunt. 
Nevertheless, the feeling per- 
sisted that I must finally decide- 
to hunt this tigre. 

Jose watched me with dark, 
smouldering eyes. He had no 
dogs of his own capable of 
tracking the tigre and bringing 
it to bay. I finally said: 

“I will promise this much, 
Jose. If I see the tigre, or know 
that he is near, I will go after 
him.” 

Jose looked ott across the 
flat marshland, shimmering in 
the sultry heat. Then he turned 
back to me. 

“In that case, senhor, I shall 
go affer Assassino, myself— 
without dogs,” he said quietly.

I had visited the 
place shortly after I moved to 
my camp, and I felt sorry for 
him.

I knew, moreover, that Jose

was one of those men who live 
in small outposts of civilization, 
in whom is bred a stubborn 
courage. I wondered if I should 
have refused; and at the same 
time, the notion grew in my 
mind that I must finally face 
this tigre and destroy it. 


That night, I thought over the 
situation.

The next morning she found 
the horse in the yard, with the 
saddle covered with blood. She 
had mounted the horse and rid- 
den to. my camp. 


I saddled my horse and 
coupled four hunting dogs to 
the leash—Pardo, Vinte, Amigo 
and Leon. As [I started away, 
little Tupi set up a great yap- 
ping, and since I knew the dog 
would try to follow me, I tied 
it to the corner of my hut. Then 
I rode off along the river trail 
with Maria Ramos. When we 
reached the point where she 
said Jose had apparently turned 
off into the marsh grass, to- 
ward the place where the dead 
cow had been found, I asked the 
girl to ride on to her rancho. 

She shook her head, “I must 
see for myself,” she said. 


We rode for perhaps two kilo- 
meters through the high grass, 
until we came to an area where 
the grass was shorter and a 
grove of trees, crésted with bu- 
riti palms, indicated the pres- 
ence of water. 

I had spotted vultures circu- 
lating above the patch of jungle, 
and I was afraid to let the girl 
see what I knew must be lying 
a little way ahead of us. We 
broke through a patch of under- 
brush, and I saw the figure of 
a man, lying face down on the 
ground. His shirt was ripped 
and the body had been badly 
mangled. Even before I turned 
the poor. fellow over, I knew 
it was Jose. 

I heard a cry behind me, and 
-turned to see Maria slipping 
from her horse. I jumped over 
and caught her. She recovered 
quickly and agreed without fur- 
ther protest to ride back to her 
rancho. 

From the marks around Jose’s 
body, I knew the tigre had 
leaped for the back of the horse, 
probably knocking Jose from 
the saddle. I found Jose’s gun 
a short distance away, loaded 
but. not fired. If the tigre had 
once attacked a man on a horse, 
it would do it again; and if it 
came from ambush, I could not 
use a spear grom the back of my 
horse.

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always fight the arrow rather 


than the one who shot it. Hold- 
ing the bow and arrows in one 
hand, and the spear in the oth- 
er, I started after the dogs, run- 


ening low through the grass. 


I had been running for per- 
haps 10 minutes, when I heard 
the sudden baying of Pardo in 
the lead. Then there was a short- 
er yapping and a shrill scream; 
and when I reached the spot, 
Pardo was on the ground, his 
side ripped open. I did not stop, 
hoping to overtake the other 
dogs; but a second scream told 
me the tigre had made another 
kill. The murderous Assassino 
was following his usual tech- 
nique, circling back quickly on 
each dog and ambushing it with 
a sweep of its paw, and then 
loping on before the next dog 
could reach it. This circling back 
took only a few seconds—a short 
turn through the grass with the 
dog close behind, and then the 
deadly slash of its paw. 

I had run perhaps a quarter 
of a mile since the first dog was 
killed, when I found Leon lying 
near the edge of a clearing. I 
stood over the dog, sick with 
rage, and not knowing what to 
do next. At that moment there 
was a yapping in the grass be- 
hind me, and out bounded Tupi, 
my fox terrier. He scampered 
across the clearing, barking joy- 
ously at the sight of me. I saw 
from the trailing length of rope 
that he had chewed his tether 
and followed us. 

As the dog scampered past, I 
jammed my heel down on the 


up At that moment I 
heard a rustling in the heavy 
grass across the clearing, and 
with a sudden inspiration, I 
stepped forward with my free 
foot, landing on Tupi’s paw. The 
dog let out a startled yelp, tug- 
ging at the rope which I still 
held under my heel, and bark- 
ing in high protest. I had 
dropped my spear as I stepped 
forward, and I quickly fitted an 
arrow to the string, and as soon 
as I saw a movement in the 
grass, I let fly. 

The arrow apparently: struck 
something, but how vital the 
shot was I did not know. I was 
relying on the frenzy of the 
tigre and Tupi’s sharp barking 
to send the beast in my direc- 
tion. Suddenly I saw a long, 
yellowish shape break from the 
grass and streak across the 
clearing toward a low scrub free.

HE open area in which As-

Every 
so often it would fling its head 
and let out a snarl that ended 
in a scream. .I edged toward the 
animal, anxious to get close 
enough so it would have to 
charge me.

As I braced myself, I realized 
that I was becoming exhausted. 
There is something in the con- 
centrated effort and the unre- 
lieved tension of a spear-fight 
that quickly drains the strength. 
It is the kind of fight that must 
be finished quickly, because a 
man cannot physically stand up 
for any length of time against 
the greatly superior strength of 
a big cat. 

Assassino also seemed to be 
drained of strength. As the 
tigre drew back, I saw the slash 
I had made in its neck, with 


blood gushing out; I knew that | 


if I could stand up to another 
charge, the cat would not last 
for more than one more thrust 
of the spear.

With every ounce of strength 
I had left, I rammed the blade 
deeper into the animal's chest.
